COMMITTEE TO HOLD 


COSTS BELOW MEANS | 


Sutton Outlines Forced

Coincident with reports that the fi- 
nance committee of council has au- 
thorized sweeping raises in water 
rates to meet a deficit of $850,522 
in the school department and that the 


gchools this year will receive only 26 


per cent of the city’s gross receipts 
despite appeals for 30 per cent, it 
was announced Friday night that the 
advisory committee of the school sys- 
will act only as a checking body 
ee that the schools are operated 
strictly within the means at their 
hands, 

The finance body Friday completed 
work on the January finance cleet, 
and details will be released for publi- 
cation Sunday. 

This is the first definite policy 
which has been announced concern- 
ing the advisory committee, and was 
received with much interest. 

In explaining the committee's pro- 
gram, Harold Hirsch, chairman, stated 
the committee will not make any 
budget, but that after allocations for 
the school department have been fi- 
nally announced and all the totals 
available, his committee will meet and 
consider the budget made by the 
school board and the administration 
department. 

May Order New Budget. 

If the committee feels that schools 
ean be Operated on the suggested 
budget, the board will be told to do 
so, If, however, the committee feels 
iat the budget is too large and might 
cause a deficit at theend of the year, 
the board will be aSked to-submit an 
anended budget. 

hus Mr. Hirsch joined Dr. R. M. 
Hubanks, president of the board of 
«giucation, in saying unequivocally that 
the schools will be operated on the 
money appropriated for this purpose, 

The 26 per cent of the city’s reve- 
nue will provide nearly $2,700,000, 
it was said Friday, and this will be 


added to about $250,000 received from 
the state and another $70,000 from 
tuition from out-of-town students. 
The entire total would reach approxi- 
mately ,000. The smaller 
budget of the school department, 
which, it is said, is the least amount 
the present system could be operated 
on, is $119,000 over this, or $3,159,-

Kellogg Bolshevist Mem- 
orandum Is Ridiculed; 
Heflin Makes Attack on 
Knights of Columbus. 


(By Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago Tribune.) 

Washington, January 14.—While 
Senator La Follette, republican, of 
Wisconsin, and other senators contin- 
ued the attack today on the Coolidge 
policy of dealing with Nicaragua and 
Mexico, it was disclosed that the pres- 
ident is undeterred by the criticism Tey- 
eled at him. 

There is to be no backing down in 
his attitude toward Mexico in respect 
either to the anti-American plotting of 
the Calles government in Central 
America or the threatened confisca- 
tion of American properties in the 
adjoining republic. 

American marines are to stay in 
Nicaragua indefinitely to restore and 
maintain order. Reports from Ad- 
miral Latimer today indicate that the 
Sacasa revolution is on its last legs 
as a result of the vigorous action of 
the American forces in protecting the 
Diaz government, recognized by the 
United States. 

Borah’s Prediction. 

“American marines never will be 
withdrawn from Nicaragua,’ Senator 
Borah, republican, of Idaho, recently 
qedicted in conversation with the 
president. Mr. Coolidge did not take 
issue with the prediction. — 

It was Mr. Coolidge who withdrew 
the American marines'in 1925 after 
they had been in Nicaragua 12 years. 
That was the longest period of peace 
the little republic ever knew. It made 
progress, paying off its debt. It's 
people were making money and the 
country was rolling in prosperity. The 
ndministration now realizes that .it 
was a mistake to withdraw the de- 
tachment of 100 men, who had kept 
the peace ostensibly as an American 
legation guard. 

The Nicaraguan minister stated to- 
day that the election proposed by Sen- 
ator Borah cannot legally be held. 
Under the Nicaraguan constitution, he 
said, Diaz was elected to fill out the 
term of Solorzano. Not till the con- 
clusion of the term may an election 
be held. Thé minister denied that 
Diaz was involved in the Chamorro 
coup d'etat and asserted the minutes 
of the armistice conference last fall

CUOLIDGE FIGHTS 
NEW GOVERNMENT 
BUARD FOR RADIO 


President Holds Confer- 
ence at White House 
With Authors of Bills 
Now in Conference. 


Washington, January 14.—(/)— 
Firmly opposed to creation of a gov- 
ernment commission to regulate radio, 
President Coolidge called to the white | 
house today both Senator Dill, demo- 
erat, Washington, and Representative 
White, republican, Maine, authors of 
the two control bills now in confer- 
ence. The president holds to the view 
that administration of such legislation 
should be left with the commerce de- 
partment. 

Mr. White, who is attempting to 
work out a compromise with Senator 
Dill, was accompanied to the white 
house by Representative Lehlbach, re- 
publican, New Jersey, also one of the 
house conferees. They went over the 


situation with thé president, and re- 
turned to confer with both him and 
Secretary Hoover. 

Senator Dill went to the executive 
offices late in the day, but declined to 
discuss his talk with the president ex- 
cept to say that he thought a satis- 
factory compromise would be put up 
to both the house and sen.te by the 
conferees. 

Dill’s bill @rould set up a new com- 
mission to control radio, while the 
White proposal would vest such pow- 
ers in the commerce department. 

On the president’s behalf it was 
said at the white house that, while he 
opposes establishment of a new tri- 
bunal, be recognizes the need for a 
judicial board to consider contests 
over the right to broadcast on conflict- 
ing wave lengths. Such a board, he 
helieyes, might be created to function 
from time to time as calls for it were 
made, as a sort of arbitrating mech- 
anism. 


HARRIS OPPOSES 
WAR WITH MEXICO 


Georgian Declares Rich 
Men Knew Risks When 
They Gambled in Oil 
South of Border. 
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Washington, January 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Senator Harris, of Georgia, 
declared himself in favor of arbitra- 
tion of any differences between the 
United States and Mexico in a state- 
ment issued “ere today. 

Harris made his statement as a re- 
sult of a number of telegrams he 
has received from people throughout 
Georgia urging him to vote for arhi- 
tration in the present Mexican crisis, 

*“f would never vote to go to war 
with Mexico,” Harris said, “to collect 
the claims of men who had bought oil 
lands with the full knowledge of the 
unsettled state of that country but 
purchased them cheap because of the 
unstable government or otherwise un- 
favorable condition. 

“Because some of our wealthy men 
who gamble in Mexico may sometimes 
lose, I see no reason for our govern- 
ment to spend its men and arms and 
resources generally and turn our 
southern neighbor into a shambles to 
make good these factors’ losses. 

“In speeches that I made in prac- 
tically evety county in Georgia Il 
pledged myself to do everything in my 
power to oppose war, to prevent our 
government from resorting to a poliey 
of force and bloody action, and it 
was for this very reason that I voted 
in favor of American adherence to the 
world court of urbitration.”

Cost Heavy. 

Since 1920, more than $63,681,000 
has been expended in prohibition en- 
forcement alone, with the cost for 
1927 estimated at $11,993,000 

Fifty-one prohibition agents have 
been slain. It is estimated that more 
than 250 violators have been killed. 

Since the law became effective 16.- 
005 persons have been sent to jail, 
with the number increasing each year 
until 4,884 were convicted in 1926. 

Fines and collections under the tax- 
penalty provisions of the law reached 
the total of $33,229,008 in the seven 
years.

Austin, Texas, January 14.—()— 


The gates of Texas prisons swung 
shut tonight after Governor Miriam A. 
Ferguson had granted about 100 acts 
of clemency, terminating her unprece- 
dented generosity to criminals. 

Mrs. Ferguson announced that no 
more pardons would be issued between 
now and January 18, when she retires 
from office. 

The woman executive made public 
a list of 42 full pardons, one parole, 
one furlough, two remissions of fines 
and jail sentences and a commutation 
of a 25-year murder sentence to three 
years, boosting her clemency acts to 
3,259, 

At least 50 additional pardons were 
granted today but because pardon 
clerks were swamped with work the 
proclamations had not been drawn up 
and signed tonight. It probably will 
be Monday or Tuesday before all of 
these pardons are made public, R. E. 
Franklow, the governor's assistant sec- 
retary said. 

Governor Ferguson, in.announcing 
that she would grant no more par- 
dons, declared she had been under a 
“fearful strain” for the last. fortnight 
because of the crush of clemency peti- 
tioners. At the time there were 57 
applicants waiting in her suite of of- 
fices, while many more waited outside 
the locked doors. 

She added nothing to her statement 
of several days ago challenging critics 
of her clemency policy to point out 
any pardon that was not “justified.”

‘practically impossible to so organ- 
ize producers that gross production 
- may be regulated, but the levying 
~ of an equalization tax upon all 
- ‘alike, regardless of the individual 
farm programs, and of the question 
of ownership or tenantcy, will be 
most vigorously attacked, and can- 
not possibly apply in the cotton 
belt with the same equity as in the 
corn and wheat belts. 

An effort will be made to.sub- 
stitute on the floor the Curtis- 
Crisp bill, which is less radical and 
yet proposing the same govern- 
ment aid in surplus handling. It 
reaches the equalization tax fund 
through a federal revolving fund to 
be reimbursed on sales, etc. It 
omits the discriminatory features 
~ that is, taxation upon the indi- 
vidual without reciprocal service to 
that particular individual.

History’s Day Book 


BY SAM W. SMALL 


JANUARY 15. 


On this date in 1873 the body of 
the last emperor of the French was 
entombed in a foreign land. Napoleon 
ITI, after nearly twenty years’ reign, 
embarked in his ill-fated war with 
Prussia and in 1870, early in Septem- 
ber, had been foreed to surrender 
himself and the great fortress of 
Sedan to the allied Germafiic forces. 
This wag a tremendous humiliation to 
him and served to enrage the remain- 
ing combatant French people. Two 
days after the Sedan debacle a revo- 
Iution broke out in Paris, the de- 
thronement of Napoleon was pro- 


claimed, and a defense government 
formed. 
The next day, September 5, the 


French republic was proclaimed and 
on September 9 Empress Eugenie was 
driven from Paris and protected in 
her escape by Dr. Thomas W. Evans, 
an American dentist, who had served 
and become much esteemed by the 
imperial family. She reached Eng 
land in safety and received the pro- 
tection of the British government. 

Napoleon was paroled by the Prus- 
sians and permitted to go into exile 
in England. There he and the em 
press, with the young prince imperial, 
took up their residence in the village 
of Chiselhurst, not many miles from 
London. Queen Victoria soon made a 
formal visit to the exiles and thus 
they became in some sense recognized 
guests of the nation. In the twa 
years and a half following they re- 
ceived informally many notable visit 
ors from all parts of the world. 

Napoleon, however, never fully re 
cover*d from the effects of his wat 
experiences and chagrin of his bit- 
ter defeat. Tis health failed and 
he snecumbed in the first fortnight 
of 1875. , 

On September 15 a solemn and im- 
pressive funeral service was held and 
the remains of the former monarch 
were placed in a mausoleum in Chisel- 
hurst. 

In 1845, while this Louis Napoleon 
was a refugee in England from the 
French revolution of that year, he 
volunteered and served as a London 
constable in suppressing the great 
Chartist riot. 

The prince imperial perished in the 
service of England in the Zulu war 
and the empress died, a mournful re- 
cluse, at Chiselhurst, some years ago.

In other words, that 
whenever we-have to go abroad to 
uphold the honor, rights and interests 
of the nation, or its nationals, we 
cease. to be party men and are ali 
Americans. The maxim of Decatur 
leaps to our lips: “My country, may 
she always be right; but, right or 
wrong,,my country!” | 

But before we’embark with otf 
suns and bombs. we each have the 
right to our opitiion on the merits 
of the case in hand. Just now, on 
all the affairs above enumerated, our 
administrators, congressmen, presses 
and publicists are. expressing so 
many diverse views that no observer 
is keen enough to predict the course 


The Case in Mexico. 

Our telations with Mexico are the 
ones giving most concern. That na- 
tion, after having * permitted and 
even officially encouraged our citi- 
zens to acquire large properties and 
invest large sums in the development 
of them, so. as to increase the re- 
sources and revenues of the republic, 
now proposes to appropriate to itself 
the titles to the properties and make 
their owners only tenants on terms 

The policy is sought to be defended 
on the ground that it is an exercise 
of sovereignty in constitutional form. 
It is an extreme application of the 
famous “Calvo doctrine” that so thor- 
oughly dominates. the political philoso- 
phy and practice of the Latin-Ameri- 
can countries, 

The Calvo doctrine, as he has sum- 
marized it and as the Central and 
South American republics accept it, 
is this: 

“America as well as Europe is in- 
habited today by free and independ- 
ent nations, whose sovereign existence 
has the right to the same _ respect. 
anil whose internal public law does 
not admit of intervention of any 
sort on the part of foreign peoples, 
whoever they may be.” 

In application of that doctrine 
most of the Latin-American repub- 
lies have enacted drastie laws against 
foreigners, which deny their right to 
appeal to their own governments for 
redress. Calvo taught those people 
to believe in their sovereign right and 
power to enact all kinds of laws af- 


such laws 


fecting the rights of foreigners and 
that they would be valid and binding, 
and above any protest or intervention 
by a foreign power. ‘ 


German and British Views. 

In cases that have arisen under 
in. the Latin-American 
countries, foreign governments have 
stood generally upon the precedents 
of public international law and op- 
posed the doctrine of .sovereign irre- 
sponsibility. 5 

In a, case that arose in Venezuela 
the imperial government of Germany 
declared that it was not bound.by the 
law of Venezuela. that disputes be- 
tween German nationals and the 
Venezuelan government. must be set- 
tled in the courts of the latter; that 
the German government was not a 
party to such contracts and was not 
bound by them, and that it reserved 
the right to intervene for the protec- 
tion of its subjects whenever it shall 
be deemed best to do so. 

The. British government, in a case 
arising in the United States, took 
the position that in a matter of in- 
ternational: obligation its right of in- 
tervention is not affected even by the 
failure or omission of its national to 
avail himself: of a remedy before the 
courts of this country. : 

The United States have never gone 
quite so far, but it has declared in 
express terms, that “laws of a for- 
eign state attempting to deprive citi- 
zens of the United States from hav- 
ing recourse to their own government 
to press ‘their claims ‘diplomatically 
will not be regarded as internationally 
oper&tive by the government of the 
United States, 

That seems to cover the present case 
in Mexico. '

No War Is Wanted. 
In spite of the charges made in and 
out of congress by some super-heated 
persons, the administration and the 
American people do not want any 
war, either with Mexico or any other 
nation. 

All our demands are summed up 
in the usual formula that a nation 
“shall fulfill its international obliga- 
tions.” That requisition is based 
upon sound and generally accepted 
principles of international law. 

In seeking our rights, either as a 
navion or as protector of the rights. 
of our nationals, our administration 
has constitutional authority to use 
any peaceable means that the particu- 
lar circumstances may require, 

The power to declare war ig not 
in the administration, but in the 
congress, and there need be no fear 
that we will have to go to war until 
congress declares there is no other 
alternative. 

Should it develop as a fact that 
Mexico has been fomenting an armed 
menace to our rights in Nicaragua 
there is a perfectly lawful way in 


which to advise Mexico where and)" 
when to “get off.” And when we 


do tell her to do that, she will! 

If. in seeking to Sustain constitu- 
tional government, law and 
and public and pri security in 
Nicaragua we should ind to have 
used unwarranted methods, we will 
be liable for and will make due rep-

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Health Talks |

NOW YOU SEE IT, NOW YOU 
DON’T. 


There is no disease known to medi- 
ca] science that is caused by heat or 
cold. 

The idea that colds are caused by 
sitting in a draft or getting wet feet 
or being out in the cold is wrong. 

Many readers will immediately rec- 
ognize these assertions as the same 
old stuff I have preached constantly, 
and some readers will add a note to 
the effect that I am the only doctor 
who preaches such things. But they 
will be wrong. I have quoted the ttvo 
first paragraphs verbatim from the 
public bulletin of the health depart- 
ment of one of the largest cities in 
America. It is only fair to me to 
add that the second paragraph in 


entirety as printed in this health de- 
partment bulletin was as follows: 
The idea that colds are caused 
by sitting in a draft or getting wet 
feet or being out in the cold air 
is wrong, as these may be the 
lesser things that are not in them- 
selyes harmful.

‘That is true enough, 
if the baby is taken where other per- 
sons come in contact with him. -And 
as for letting the baby play on the 
floor when he has an alleged “cold,” 
why madam, without implying that 
your floors are particularly filthy we 
can bring plenty of good testimony 
to support the fear that a baby may 
pick up harmful disease germs from 
the dust or filth on the floor. So th's 
big city health department is perfectly 
safe in telling the world that no dis- 
ease known to medical science is 
caused by heat or cold, as long as these 
weasel paragraphs are appended to the 
startling advice. 

You remember Theodore Roosevelt's 
weasel words? Well, here is this ex- 
traordinary public health educational 
bulletin we have weasel sentences or 
paragraphs, which suck the meaning 
out of the brave sentences on which 
they are fastened. : 

I am not going to name the city or 
the health commissioner. The teach- 
ing is quite typical of the stuff which 
most health departments issue about 
what they call “colds.” 

It might be better for public health 
if public health educators would. keep 
silent on this issue until they can de-

“It is only when the competence 
and character of the athletic official 
and the dignity of his calling shall 
be recognized as entitling him to a 
place of full equality with his col- 
leagues that we will approach the 
real solution of our athletic ‘ prob- 
lems,” Dean Nollen declared. 

“When we produce phgpical direc- 
tors who are first-class educational 
experts, who would count it a mal- 
practice to turn out a student with 


an overtrained heart, who would scorn 


to seek victory by sharp practices, 
who are eager to fit their work into 
the academic program, then the ath- 
letic millenium will be measurably 
nearer.” . 


POSTMASTER’S 
LIABILITY SUIT 
IS BEFORE COURT 


Washington, January 14.—(7)—The 
liability of postmasters for the loss of 
money collected on C. O. D. parcel 
post packages due to embezzlement by 
a postoffice employee was argued to- 
day in the supreme court in a case 
from Birmingham, Ala. 

The government contended that em- 
bezzlements which octur before the 
purchase of the money order render 
postmasters liable on their bonds. On 
the other hand, counsel for Rufus B. 
Sayer, who was postmaster, and the 
United States Fidelity and Guaranty 
company, on his bond, asserted that 
the statute under which the govern- 
ment sought to recover related exclu- 
sively to funds derived from the sale 
of money orders. 

Postmasters, they asserted, could 
not be required to make good losses 
suffered by the government through 
the embezzlement of money collected 
by carriers on C. O. D. packages be- 
fore it had actually been used in the 
purchase of moncy orders.

Dr. Stockbarger’s disclosures were 
made at a Society of Arts lecture de- 
voted to the subject of “Invisible Light 
and Its Effects.” Many of the’ new 
developments in this field of physics 
have been the result of Dr. Stock- 
barger’s own research. 

His name came into prominence a 
year ago when he transmitted the 
human voice over a beam of ordinary 
light for the first time, an achievement 
that Alexander Graham Bell, inventor 
of the telephone, attempted half a 
eentury earlier without success. 

Hundreds today heard a human 
voice, coming through the ether as 
part of a radio broadcast sent over 
a beam of ultra-violet light. When 
a person’s hand, or any other object 
was thrust into the path of the light 
beam the sound ceased. When the ob- 
struction was withdrawn the loud 
speaker once more transmitted the 
voice, ndw in jazzy popular 
again in ordinary talk, with power 
and fidelity.

est single figure in the retail tobacco 
business, but he has the largest indi- 


vidual dominance in the toilet goods 
industry. 

Vivadou, Inec., and Djer-Kiss  al- 
ready are Schulte’s property, and with 
the Melba business he controls three 
of the leading toilet products com 
panies, ' 

“I’m not through buying up firms 
in this field,” he said, “I’m looking 
around for another one now. 

“The cosmetics industry is in its 
infancy. The average American wom- 
an now spends $6 on cosmetics and 
perfume annually. In the next five 
years this consumption will be tripled. 

“Thousands of women do not use 
cosmetics. We are going to reach 
them and teach them to do so. Women 
are going to use more and better face 
powders and rouges.” 

Schulte disclosed that he is now 
spending $1,000,000 2 year advertising

“Our minimum budget, prepared in 
consultation with the board of educa- 
tion and with the citizens advisory 
committee, calls for a sum in excess 
of the amotint accruing to the school 
department under the charter provi- 
sions.

“I was amazed that we should have 
presented the statement from the clear- 
ing house banks of Atlanta delivered 
rough Mr. Harold Hirsch, chairman 
of the citizens advisory committee ap- 
pointed to. supervise school expendi- 
tures, to the effect that neither directly 
nor inditectly on collateral or other- 
wise would the clearing house banks 
lend any further money to the schools 
of Atlanta. Thus it will be almost 
impossible to borrow money to meet 
this difference. 

Development of Schools. 

“A deficit must therefore not be in- 
curred. I would be recreant to my 
duty as superintendent of schools were 
I not to present the needs of the 
schools which in our opinion cannot be 
met for a sum less than the amount 
asked for. ; 

“The development of the Atlanta 
schools has been pheriomenal, as will

“You will observe from the above 
figures that the enrollment in the last 
11 years has increased about 140 per 
cent. It ig true that expenses have 
increased more than this amount, but 
this is attrifutable to four facts: 

“First: Teachers’ salaries have been 
raised. : 

“Second: The holding power of the 
schools has kept a very much larger 
number in the high, schools. Whereas 
the high school enrollment 11, years 
ago was in the neighborhood of 2,000 
it is now more than 11,000. 

“Third: The purchasing power of 
a dollar has very greatly decreased. 

“Fourth: The very fact that tie 
Atlanta schools suffered so long with- 
out sufficient appropriation caused 
the change to. be more radical when 
it did come, 

Asks Two Things. 

“T am asking two things for the 
public schools: First to remove the 
deficit. 

“The total deficit as figured by Mr. 
Hoffman, chairman of the finance 
committee, or current expenditures 
committee, is $830,322, made up as 
follows: $500,000 borrowed from tae 
clearing house banks; overdraft city 
comptroller’s office, $38,605; Decem- 
ber payroll, paid in January, $212,000; 
bills carried over from 1926, $89,395; 
t6tal, $830,322. I think we should 
consider this deficit first. 


“The accumulation of this deficit 
has come about due to. the following 
causes: The board of education’ has 
from time to time made a very strenu- 
ous effort to keep the schools in liy- 
able condition and to avoid crippling 
the children by double sessions, In 
order to do so, they have from time 
to time contractedtfor what is known 
as portable houses.. The total cost of 
which has been paid out of the current 
revenues and amounts to more than 
$181,000. 

“In order to try to meet teaching 
conditions, the board from time to 
time has taken from current reyenue 
money for desks, equipment, and other 
capital expenditures amounting in the 
last five years to something like $200, 
000. In order to build the Girls’ High 
school $393,000 was taken from cur- 
rent revenue. @In order to erect Bass 
Junior High school $230,000 from cur- 
rent revenue; to construct and equip 
tle Charles J. McLendon school at 
the to- 
tal amounts to $1,016,000. From 
year to year this deficit has been ac- 
cumulating in size, but the cause of 
the deficit is the taking of current 
revenue for capital outlay; such ex- 
penditures should be taken out of bond 
issues or from funds appropriated for 
capital outlay. It was the effort of 
the board of education, however, to 
do the best it could and I believe that 
it deserves the commendation of our 
people for so doing. 

Must Provide Plan. 

“Wish to urge the necessity of re- 
moving this deficit by some specific 
measure. We cannot hope to take 
this out of current expenditures and 
continue to operate the schools. There- 
fore, some way must be provided to 
take care of this deficit. It is not 
the business of the superintendent of 
schools to suggest the means of re- 
moving it, but some plan other than 
hoping to retire it out of current ex- 
penses must be provided. 

“The esecond problem which con- 
fronts us and confronts the members 
of the board of education and the 
school administration, is securing suf 
ficient money to operate the schools. 
Taking every item out of the tenta- 
tive budget that should be classified 
under the head of capital outlay, such 
as upkeep of grounds, repair of build- 
ings, repair of equipment and furni- 
ture, heating, lighting and plumbing, 
furniture for old buildings, furniture 
for new buildings, instruetional equip- 
ment, all of which must be provided— 
but deducting every bit of this, and 
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Furniture.

trusting that we may be able to sup- 
a need- from bond money, and 
eliminating all adjustment teachers 
and many other employees, our total 
minimum. budget required for opera- 
tion in 1927 on anything like an effi- 
cient basis will be $3,136,716.46. 

“T understand that 26 per cent of 
the city’s revenue as estimated plus 
nonresident tuition, Smith Hughes 
fund, and state appropriations will 
only amount to $2,000, ; thus leav- 
ing a deficit between the amount of 
our budget and the amoynt appropri- 
ated of $336,000. . 

“Gentlemen, the schools cannot op- 
erate on our present standards un- 
der this budget. We are, therefore, 
asking for current expenditures the 
sum of at least $3,331,039.79. To 
appropriate less would very greatly 
cripple the school system of Atlanta. 

Value of -Departments. 


“The suggestion has ben made that 
certain departments be cut out and 
that salaries be cut out. I do nof 
know exactly what is meant by cutting 
out departments. We have but three 
distinct departments: one known as 
the department of visual education, 
one of census and attendance, one of 
vocational guidance and research. If 
all three were cut out it would reduce 
the efficiency of our schools by at 
lest 20 per cent, would throw some of 
the very best employees of the school 
system out of a job, and would save 
only about $45,000. 
of. census and attendance alone, cost- 
ing around $12,000 a year, has been 
the means of getting a fairly perfect 
census, and of increasing the school 
revenue from the state nearly $100,000 
a year. You understand that we re- 
ceive money from the state on the 
basis of census enrollment. | 

“In addition to this function of 
the census department, this depart- 
ment has charge of fixing aH district 
lines, arranging the number and size 
of classes, observing school population 
in such a way as to make teaching 
more economical. To give a specific 
example: The census and attendance 
department recommended the absorp- 
tion of Ira Street school, absorbed it 
into other schools at a saving to the 
schoo] department of $18,000 a year. 
Last year, by combining classes, this 
department saved 17 teachers during 
one month, 

“In addition to this work, the state 
law requires that we have attendance 
officers in order to receive state money. 
This department also issues employ- 
ment certificates for the entire city as 
provided for under the new child labor 
laws... You see how impossible it 
would be to abolish this department 


jand maintain an efficient school sys- 


tem, 
Just As Vital. 

“The visual education and research 
departments are just és vital. Before 
we had these two departments, our 
percentage of failure ranged from 18 
to 28 per cent. Whenever a child 
fails, we must teach him over and it 
costs as much to teach him the second 
term as the first term. Visual educa- 
tion and the proper classification of 
pupils have assisted materially in re- 
ducing these failures from 28 to 4 
per cent in many cases. These two 
departments, combined with better 
teaching methods and other devices, 
are saving to the city a large sum of 
money. To abolish them would disor- 
ganize the entire school system and 
at the same time would effect a sav- 
ing of only about $30,000. 

“There are but three conclusions 
that we can reach if a minimum bud- 
get of $3,136,716.46 is not, provided : 

“FWirst—There must be a reduction 
in salaries; or 

“Second—The school term nfust be 
cut to seven months; or 

“Third—They. must operate on a 
standard at least 20 to 25 per cent 
lower than at present. 

“I realize that whichever one of 
these conditions may prevail, an ef- 
fort will be made to put. the burden 
of responsibility on the school ad- 
ministration. But it is impossible for 
the school administration to make 
brick without straw. 

' Cannot Cut Salaries. 

“T do not believe salaries for teach- 
ers or employees should be reduced. 
They are hardly up to the averhge 
for cities of our class in the country. 
Furthermore I do not think that 
teachers’ salaries should be made to 
pay operating expenses. I am reliably 
informed that the old Boys’ High 
school building at Courtland and Gil- 
mer streets was built largely out of 
reduction in teachers’ salaries, If it 
be true, it is unjust. 1 know, from 
actual experience that some of the 
money going into the erection of Oak- 
land City, Moreland Avenue and 
Spring Street schools was brought 
about by change of salary schedule 
from 10.to 12 months, and which 


To say that our teachers’ salaries 
should be reduced because in the past 
current money has been taken for 
capital outlay would be unjust to the 
teachers of the city. 

“The teachers so far have received 
but a small increase. They have sim- 
ply been placed on a better salary 
schedule. As I see it, teachers’ sal- 
aries could not be redueed at this 
time. We have already paid them the 


salary. Notices have been sent to 
teachers that their salaries for the 
incoming year would be so much, at 
so much per month, and teachers have 
been asked to acknowledge this state- 
ment, and accept it as a basis of the 
year’s operation. I cannot help but 
believe this constitutes a legal con- 
tract. We therefore think it would be 
impossible to reduce salaries before 
September, 1927, if at all. I believe 
that the employees in any department 
which might be abolished would have 
a right to collect a year’s salary, re- 
gardless of whether they continue in 
service or not. These are legal matters, 
however, that only the courts ean 
settle. ' 

5 Disorganize System. 
_“In regard to the second proposi- 
tion, it would be entirely possible for 
the schools to run on the present ap- 
*propriation until September 1, and 
aiscontinue until the following Jan- 
uary. This, however, would, of course, 
disorganize the entire system, and a 
new system. would be required next 
January, as teachers would seek po- 
sitions elsewhere. If this must be done, 
and if there is no way of providing 
funds for the operation of schools, 
certainly we should deal fairly and 
squarely with the teachers and notify 
them at this time of the year what we 
propose to do. 

“There are many types of economy 
Which have been proposed, which, -as 


of the people of the city, and as un- 


school system as a whole, I would be 
willing to undertake September 1; 
such as, for instance, the combination 
of certain schools, or the abolishment 
of certain departments. These, how- 
ever, are problems that cannot he 
worked out at present, and whose 
economies would not affect this year’s 


budget. 

“The third alternative is to operate 
on a very inefficient basis. Since 
$2,700,000 of the $3,300,000 asked 
for is salary account, you will realize 
that if we cannot reduce salaries le- 
gally, before September, and if we 
cannot discharge employees already 
enga and contracted for before 
September, that it will be impossible 
to put the third plan into operation 
before September -1. It would be 
suicidal for. the city to do so even 
then, for a city like Atlanta that has 
just raised a million dollars to ad- 
vertise its virtues to the world; to 
acknowledge that jt is unable to main- 
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The department.

“T would not hurt any other propo- 
sition, but I cannot see how we can 
justify large expenditures for widen- 
ing streets, how we can justify ex- 
penditares to various auxiliary pro)- 
ects, or how we can justify the ap- 
propriation out of the city treasury 
to a state institution when by doing 
so we are taking bread from our own 
children’s mouths. The city of At- 
lanta is paying a sehool tax to Fulton 
county equivalent te $250,000, 
Seems unwilling to have a special 
sChool tax to support its own school 
system. To know: these things and 
then simply to rest our case by say- 
ing that we have not the money is 
unfair to ourselyes-and unjust to our 
children. 

“If Atlanta could build a wall 
around itself so that no other people 
could come in nor our people go out, 
the difference between training might 
not be so disastrous. But, as long 
as other people are giving their chil- 
dren efficient training and as long 
as these children can go from place 
to place and compete with the chil- 
dren of our people, we cannot be in- 
different to the difference between our 
educational opportunities and thejrs. 
I ‘have had but one idea and one 
ideal, and that is, to so equip the 
children of Atlanta that they might 
have an equal opportunity in the race 
of life. With the short school day, 
wih lack of supervision of study, 
with double sessions, with lack of 
equipment and lack of proper school 
buildings, our children cannot hope 
to gain the same advantages as the 
children of other cities and other 
states, . 

“For a long time I helped to train 
boys for track, and sometimes a won- 
derful athlete would jump the gun, 
and then I have one of the sad- 
dest spectacles of life: A _ referee 
would deliberately step off five or ten 
steps and make this finest of all ath- 
letes get five to ten paces back of his 
fellows. He had the ability, he had 
the native genius, he had the power. 


I have often tried to encourage such 


a runner, but, as I have placed my 
hand upon his shoulder, I. have seen 
his face look up into mine with tears 
streaming down his cheeks as he said, 
‘I could have won, but now I am 
handicapped.’ 

“If we do not provide an efficient 
school system, we are as surely han- 
dicapping the children of Atlanta, We 
have the native ability, we have the 
power, we have the energy just as 
the runner possessed them, but, if 
for lack of a few dollars, we delib- 
erately place our children in the rear 
of the procession we-cannot hope 
for their success.”

Third, inauguration of an_ eight 
months’ school term, which Mr. Sut- 
ton stated would seem to be the most 
reasonable of all the suggested alterna- 
tives. ; 

“I was amazed that we should have 
presented to the finance committee 
the statement from the clearing house 
banks of Atlanta, delivered through 
Mr. Harold Hirsch, chairman of the 
citizens advisory committee, appointed 
to supervise school expenditures, to the 
effect that neither directly nor in- 
directly on collateral or otherwise 
would the clearing house banks lend 
any further money to the schools of 
Atlanta,” Mr. Sutton said. “Thus it 
will almost be impossible te borrow 
money to meet a difference in opera- 
fion expenses and the 26 per cent of 
the city’s revenue.” 

When informed of action of the fi- 
nance committee Friday night, Mr. 
Sutton said he had nothing further to 
say, but Dr. R. M. Eubanks, presi- 
dent of the board of education, prompt- 
ly disagreed with the superintendent 
regarding the shorter school term, and 
declared that instead of adopting a 
retrenchment policy, the system should 
be operated twelve months each year. 


Huge Investment. 
. “Atlanta has millions of dollars in- 


vested in school buildings and equip- 
ment, and we permit all this to lie 
idle one-fourth of the year,” Dr. Eu- 
banks said. ‘What business establish- 
ment would close its plant for that 
period each year? We must plan to 
get as much use as possible from our 
buildings and equipment.” 

The finance sheet, pruned to the 
bone, carries, it is said, little money 
for public improvements. It is un- 
derstood that the $15,000 fund retained 
in the tentative paper Thursday night 
to begin widening of- Luckie street, 
fré6m Bartow to North avenue was 
still in.

WRY 1S CHOSEN 
FOR NORRIS TRIAL 


Austin, Texas, January 13.—(7)— 
Twelve married men, fathers of chil- 
dren, will sit in judgment on Dr. J. 
Frank Norris, fundamentalist Baptist 
pastor,.charged with murder for killing 
D. E. Chipps. lumber man, at Fort 
Worth last July. 

After a day of threading its way 
through the Ku Klux Klan issue and 
the views of a_ retired Methodist 
preacher on the religious beliefs of a 
Baptist minister defendant, the trial 
reached the evidence stage with com- 
pletion of the jury late today. 

‘T'wo former members of the klan 
will sit on the jury. They were ac- 
cepted after the state charged that 
Dr. Norris was a member of the or- 
ganization. 

The jurors who admitted they for- 
merly belonged to the klan are T. H. 
Tumey and Lee H. Caldwell. Both 
said they had quit the order. 

Caldwell replied in the affirmative 
when he was asked whether he could 
weigh the testimony of a Catholic on 
the witness stand the same as any 
other witness, 

The jurors were sworn, admonished 
not to talk about thé case to any one 
or receive telephone calls, posed for 
, photographs and were locked up. 


Prosecution testimony will start to- ' 


morrow.

District Attorney Jess Martin, of 
Tarrant county, challenged Moses to 
produce a witness who would swear 
that Dr. Norris had never been a 
klansman and he then asked the de- 
fense attorney to take the witness 
stand and swear that Dr. Norris was 
not a member of the klan. 

“We have our own methods of get- 
ting this information.” said Martin, 
“and we state that Norris was a klan 
member.”

PHILLIPS’ PLEA 
IS UNDER FIRE 
IN LUMBER SUIT 


Washington, January 13.—(?)— 
Arguments of counsel on the motion 
of the United States to dismiss sup- 
plemental amswers filed by John L. 


defendants in an accountihg brought 
by the government in connection with 
the disposal of surplus lumber from 
army cantonments was heard today 
by Justice Jennings Bailey, of the 
district supreme court. 

In the litigation the government is 
attempting to collect more than a 
million dollars which it claims is due 
from the sale of lumber under a con- 
tract with Phillips and John Steph- 
ens, millionaire lumber dealers, of 
Jacksonville, Fla., who acted as gov- 
ernment agents in the distribution and 
sale of the lumber. 

Phillips and Stephens and other 
defendants were named in a criminal 
charge of conspiracy filed sume years 
ago which resulted in an acquittal. 
Their lawyers are now claiming that 
this acquittal is a bar to the prose- 
cution by the United States of the 
civil action on the grounds that the 
same charge of conspiracy forms the 
basis of the civil proceedings. 

The United States counsel on the 
other hand contends that the acquit- 
tal does not operate to prevent’a civil 
motion except in cases to enforce 
a penalty fixed by law for the same 
offense.

SENATE ASSAILED 
IN ANNOUNCEMENT 


Smith Declares That His 

Purpose Is To Uphold 
Dignity and Sovereign 
Right of State. 


Chicago, January 13.—(/)—Colonel 
Frank L. Smith, of Dwight, IIl., desig- 
nated by Governor Len Small to fill 
the unexpired term of the late United 
States Senator William B. McKin- 
ley, and the senator-elect for the long 
term as the deceased senator’s suc- 
cessor announced tonight that early 
next week he would present his cre- 
dentials to the senate. 

“In deference to and in view of 
circumstances which were entitled to 
due consideration, I have, until now, 
delayed action upon my constitutional 
rights,’’ Colonel Smith said concerning 


the controversy which has raged §bout | 


his appointment and election. 

A senate investigating committee 
‘headed by Senator James A. Reed, 
of Missouri, developed that a great 
part of the Smith campaign fund 
was contributed by the heads of pub- 
dic utilities over which, as chairman 
©. the Illinois commerce commission, 
he had jurisdiction. 

Further Delay Unwarranted. 

“A sifting of all circumstances an.. 
considerations leads inevitably to the 
conclusion that further delay is un- 
warranted,” he said. 

To procrastinate further would be 
unfair to the people of Illinois and 
a discourtesy to the governor, he 
eaid, 

“Subsequent to taking the oath, I 
shall conform to whatever inquiry 
procedure is prescribed by the usual 
practice of the senate -in such cases, 
asking only a full and impartial hear- 
ing,” said the senator-designate’s 
siatement. 


“I shall do this confident that I 
shall measure up to every require- | 


ment of the office to which I have 
been appointed and elected.” ! 

While he was not unmindful of po- 
litical conditions which appear to ex- 
ist in Washington, he said_ that 
“conditions so extreme as to be al- 
mcst unbelievable’ were reflected in 
addresses upon the floor of the senate 
by speakers who, “taking advantage of 
the time and place, apparently gloried 
in the thought that the one assailed 
was to be deprived of his constitution- 
al rights and of an opportunity to de- 
fend them.” : 

Such incidents Colonel Smith said 
portended an assault upon the con- 
stitutional rights and state sovereign- 
ty of grave and fundamental import. 

Rights of Illinois. 

“The question is whether the state 
of Illinois shall be denied a sovereign 
right established by the law of the 
land,” he asserted, “whether the 
United States senate, acting as a 
court, shall decide arbitrarily and 
without adequate hearing, é 
caprice, personal animus or political 
motives shall set aside the supreme 
constitutional rights of a citizen and 
a sovereign state, with the floor of 
ti» United States senate the only 
place for adequately resolving those 
questions. 

“My purpose, and my only purpose, 


in going there at this time is to up- | 
hold the dignity and sovereign rights | 
of my state, and I approach the task | 
undiscouraged and conscientiously un- | 


afraid,” the statement concluded. | 

The expression of determination to 
eo to Washington was prefaced by 
a review of circumstances” which 
brought him into possession of the two 
sets of credentials 4$ junior senator 
for Tllinois.

Cleveland, January 13.—A 21-year- 
old Robinson Crusoe who had been giv- 
en up for dead came back to Cleveland 
Thursday night from an _ artificial 
island within sight of the downtown 
office buildings.

118,750 ARMY 
FORU.S. ASKED 
BY COMMITTEE 


House Is Requested To 
Override Program of 
Budget Which Calls for 
115,000 Men. 


COMMITTEE ASKS 
FOR $336,000,000 


Estimates for New Hous- 

ing Projects, Total- 
ing $5,080,000, Are 
Eliminated. 


Washington, January 18.—(4)—The 
house was asked by its appropriations 
committee today to provide for a 
standing army of 118,750 men and to 
‘override the budget proposal of 115,- 
000. Presenting a bill to appropriate 
$336,000,000 for war department ac- 
tivities during the next fiscal year, the 
committee declared congress’ had 
rather definitely indicated” its ap- 
proval of the larger figure and suggest- 
ed a congressional survey to design a 
balanced army, “If our financial situ- 


Although the bill’s total is $756,024 
below the budget estimate. it exceeds 
the budget actually by $2,763,976 Ly 
reappropriating $3,500,000 made avail- 
able last year. 

The measure whic: would give the 
war department $11,655,000 more thun 
it has for this year, provided $279,- 
112,000 for military activities and the 
remainder for non-military activities, 
including Muscle Shoals, rivers and 
harbors projects and the Panama 
eanal. 

The committee added items pot in- 
cluded in the budget estimates aggre- 
gating $8,185,000 but struck out esti- 
mates for new housing projects totaling 
$5,080,000 on the ground that they 
had not been authorized by congress. 

Air Corps Needs Men. 

The committee report pointed out 
that if an additional 1,248 men should 
be needed for the air corps, the army 
could manage on pay and subsistence 
appropriations recommended by the 
committee to expand its total enlisted 
strength to 119,998 by the end of the 
year. 

For the national guard, the commit- 

tee provided nearly $1,000,000 addi- 

tional to cover 15 days summer train- 

ing as compared to 15 days estimated 

for by the budget, and also to insure 

48 armory drills during the year. 
Budget Reversed. 

It reversed the budget on active 
training for reserve officers, prowdinz 
funds for 15 days training for 16,3S2 
such officers, and restored the 4,000 
cut made by the budget in attendance 
estimates for the civilian training 
camps next summer, putting the total 
up to 35,000, as it was for the present 
year. 

Discussing the strength of the army 
the committee report said: 

“Much complaint is heard with re- 
spect to the effect curtailed appropri- 
ations have -had upon the military 
establishment. Constantly diminishing 
rppropriations accompanied by gradual 
diminution through use and deteriora- 
: tion of surplus war stocks have served 
to eliminate waste and bring about 
economy in administration, but uan- 
doubtedly the point has been reached 
where either we must appropriate 
larger sums or further reduce the size 
of the army.” 

Explaining that the army is now 
nearly 10,000 men short of the number 
supposedly provided for in the last 
appropriation bill the committee de- 
clared congress was not responsible.

Fearing 
assassination, he fled to the United 
States. In the last four months he 
has gone to Washington and New 
York, informing high Catholic church- 
men of conditions in Mexico, con- 
ferring with the department of state 
and with senators and representatives. 

Capistran Garza is 28 years old. 
He is a natiye of Tampico, in the state 
of Tamaulipas.

Radical Activities Re- 
garded by Experts at 
State -Department as 
Limited in Scope.

munist activities which were stressed 
as a menace to American prestige in 
the western world by Secretary of 
State Kellogg, in his memorandum to 
the senate foreign relations committz2e, 
were disclosed through inquiry at the 
state department today to be of lim- 
ited and uninfluential character.

“America is too prosperous and the 
American people are too sound to pay 
any attention to these discontented 
elements,” one expert said. when asked 
if he took the reds in the United States 
seriously. 

16,000 Members Here. 


: He revealed that the workers (com- 

munist) party which is the chief com- 
munist political organization in. the 
United States has about 16,000 mem- 
bers. The department understands 
it is about to transfér its headquar- 
ters from Chicago to New York. 

C. E. Ruthenberg, a well-known 
agitator, is the dominating figure.

Text of Borah’s Address 
Opposing Diaz Recognition 


Washington, January 13.—(?)— 
Senator Borah began his address by 
saying he was glad the time had come 
when the Nicaraguan question could 
be discussed “in the open” and was 
glad President Coolidge and Secre- 
tary Kellogg had openly stated the 
principles on which they had based 
the policy of the administration. 

“This is not a personal controversy 
between the president,and myself nor 
between the secretafy of state and 
myself,” he continued. “As I view 
it, it involves profoundly a question 
of national policy. It is not to be 
confined to the mere question of rec- 
ognition of this or that particular in- 
dividual, but must necessarily take 
on the problem of under what cir 
cumstances and under what principles 
and according to what policy we 


it with its startling) should proceed to deal with affairs 


not only in Nicaragua, but Central 
| America. 

“In passing, I want to say that I 
do not see at this time the applica- 
tion of the Monroe doctrine to the 
situation. There is at this time no 
non-American power, no European 
power, seeking to acquire territory in 
Central America. There is no for- 
eign power, non-American power, 
seeking in any way to overthrow the 
government of Nicaragua. I know 
that it is often claimed that all these 
matters in Central America are of 
peculiar concern to us. I do _ not 
challenge that proposition at all. They 
are of peculiar concern to us not by 
reason of the Monroe doctrine, but 
by reason of the propinquity of those 
eountries to the United States. But, 
under the Monroe doctrine, we have 
no right to interfere with the intend- 
ments of any Central American coun- 
try or the integrity of any govern- 
ment in Central America. 

Finds Self in Discord. 


“T understand perfectly, of course, 
not only the right- but the duty of the 
United States as any other power to 
protect the rights of its citizens or 
their property at whatever place they 
may find themselves or their prop- 
erty may be located. It is only when 
that doctrine is used for the purpose 
of establishing a policy which reaches 
far beyond the mere protection of the 
rights or the property and which in- 
terferes with the sovereignty of a 
people, which results in carrying on 
war against the people, that I find 
myself in discord with some of those 
who are responsible for construing 
these policies.” 

The senator took up a chronologi- 
eal discussion of Nicaraguan events, 
beginning with the dictatorship of 
Zeleya in 1909 and the revolution of 
that year which ended with the elec 
tion of President Estrada and Vice 
President Diaz. The American min- 
ister there at the time, Thomas C. 
Moffitt, advised the state department 
that the Estrada government was 
friendly to American interests. 

“Il ask those who may be interest- 
ed in this history,” continued Mr. 
torah, “to go into the details as they 
are now to be held, and they will ar- 
rive at the conclusion that Mr. Mof- 
fitt aided and abetted the revolution 
of 1909; that he advised our govern- 
ment in advance of it; that he had 
helped to select the men who were to 
be at the head of it, and that he was 
from the beginning to the end a part 
of the movement. This government 
indorsed them to overthrow their gov- 
ernment. : 

Declare Neutral Zones. 

“We 


landed the marines in Nica-

“That loan was obnoxious, as our 
own representative stated, to 80 per 
eent of the people of Nicaragua,’ 
said Senator Borah. “I do not care 
whether it was beneficial or detri- 
mental; the only people who could de- 
termine that fact were the people of 
Nicaragua themselves. If this means 
that we are to establish a protectorate 
over the Central Ameri¢tan countries 
and force upon them loans which they 
do net desire for economic policies, 
which they think unwise, then let us 
have it out in the open, and, before we 
adopt the policy, let the American 
congress speak in regard to it. 


Made Loan Treaty. 


“We made the loan treaty, and we 
made the canal treaty with ourselves, 
Diaz would not have remained in 
Managua overnight—he owed his po- 
litical life if not his physical life to 
the presence of the force supplied by 
the United States—and while that 
force was there we made a loan, ~~ ich 
he approved, and we made a canal 
treaty. That transaction is as pro- 
nounced and unconscionable an act of 
imperialism as ever disgraced any na- 
tion with whom we have in the past 
been willing to exchange criticisms. 

“Mr. President, until we take the 
judgment of the Nicaraguan people 
and get their judgment upon what 
has happened, ‘and their approval, we 
will never be able to come out of 
Nicaragua With our marine forces. We 
encamped upon the white house 
grounds of Nicaragua fer 13 years.

Policy of Decency. 


“So my views upon this matter are 
of long standing, not in opposition to 
this president or that president, or 
this administration or that. Mine is 
an humble effort to maintain a cer- 
tain policy of respect and decency 
and justice and conscience toward 
those helpless, powerless Central 
American countries.’’ 

Coming down to the present situa- 
tion, Senator Borah pointed out that 
Juan B. Sacasa, now contesting for 
power with Diaz, was vice president 
under the last previous constitutional 
government and was “drivea out of 
the country.” when that government 
collapsed. The Idaho senator got into 
a discussion with Senator Bingham, 
republican, Connecticut, over the 
proper translation of a passage ta the 
Nicaraguan constitution providing for 
seiection of a new president when both 
president and vice president 
ceased to function. Finally Mr. Borah 
ended the dispute by seyiag: 


“Let me go on in my humble and 
irregular way. I don’t care whether 
it is ‘absence’ ‘falto,’ ‘default’: or 
‘defalto.” What I mean to say is that 
it only covered the temporary condi* 
ticns, whatever those conditions were. 
If the president was temporarily in 
default, or temporarily absent, the 
designado could act. If the vice presi- 
dent was temporarily abseut or tem- 
porarily in default, the designado 
could act. He could not act at any 
other time. 

; Sacasa Was Elected. 

‘I say there is no possible doubt 
that Sacasa was elected vice presi- 
dent by an overwhelming majority, 
that we recognized him when we rec- 
ognized the government of which he 
was a part. If he was out of the 
country he was out of the country 
by force.

“Now, if we are going to intervene 
in Nicaragua it does seem to me 
that we ought to make an effort to 
prop up and sustain the expressed 
will and purposes and wishes of the 
people of Nicaragua. 

“The fact that Sacasa was out of 
the country at that particular time, 
just across the line in Guatemala, driv- 
en out by a force, ought not to ehange 
great national - policy. It has 
been said that it was not the duty 
of this government to take an army 
and carry Sacasa back to Nicaragua.

“It has been said. Mr. President, 
and properly said, that we are in, 
and .what should we do about it? I 
have already expressed myself in re- 
gazd to the recognition of Sacasa,*that 
if it be thought unwise to do that or 
if other personal reasons interposed 
which would make it difficult to do 
that, then it does seem to me that we 
are under the highest obligation to 
call upon Diaz and those who are 
there by virtue of our recognition, 
to give the people ef Nicaragua an 
opportunity of popular choice to select 
their ruler. It seems to me that it 
is up to us as a government to again 
eall for an election and to ‘conduct 
it as we did practically in 1925 and 
give the people. of Nicaragua an op- 
portunity to pass upon the question 
of who shall be their ruler. 

Independent Spirit. 

“Never in the world can we have 
peace in Central America if we force 
upon the people of Nicaragua or the 
people of other South American coun- 
tries those who are not supported by 
the popular rule. The people of a 
nation are imbued with a national 
and independent spirit. You cannot 
shoot it out of them: yot ¢annot 
crush it out of them; it is there; it 
may be submerged today by force 
but in the years to come it will fe- 
turn: and we oi all people in the 
world ought not to undertake to im- 
pose upon the people of another na- 
tion a government which they do 
want, 

“I would also add to that, Mr. 
President, that while we seem to think 
that the Mexican shadow envelops 
the situation I will propose to the 
Mexican people that the controversy 
in reference to land there should be 
submitted to arbitration.

Nicaragua is 49,200 square miles in 
area. Its population is some 650,000. 
Managua, the capital, is the largest 
city, with 60,000 inhabitants. The 
city of Leon is the next most popu- 
lous place, with 47,000 residents. 
Within the country is Lake Nicaragua, 
92 miles long and 34 miles wide, the 
largest body of fresh water south of 
our own Great Lakes. Coffee, cattle- 
breeding and silver mining are the 
principal industries. 

United States marines are almost 
as much at home in Nicaragua as they 
are at Quantico or San Diego. At the 
request of the Nicaraguan government, 
2,000 leathernecks landed at Corinto 
in 1912 and made their way to Man- 
agua to protect American livés and 
property during a revolutionary out- 
break.

Meanwhile William McCraw, dis- 
trict attorney of Dallas county, sought 
to shut off opportunities for pardons 
for persons convicted there between 
now and January 18, when Mrs. Fer- 
guson’s term expires. 

He presented motions to the two 
judges of criminal courts in the coun- 
ty, asking that all sentences be de- 
ferred until after January 18, declar- 
ing he was “just not willing to take 
any chances.”’ No action was takén 
by the judges, however. 

The Dallas district attorney fol- 
lowed the lead of prosecutors at San 
Antonio and Houston who cbtained 
permission of the criminal courts in 
their counties to defer the sentencing 
of all criminals during the remaining 
days of the Ferguson administration. 

Joe Casanova, sentenced from Bex- 
ar countyl (San Antonio), to serve 
25 years for murder, was one of those 
pardoned today. Governor Ferguson 
said clemency had been recommended 
by District Attorney C. M. Chambers 
and Judge W. W. McCrory, one of the 
district judges of Bexar county grant- 
ing Chambers’ motion for continuance 
of all criminal cases as a means of 
thwarting the Ferguson pardon policy.

he organized the League of Catholic 
Youth and spread the doctrine that the 
Calles government must be overthrown. 
The police broke up his meetings and 
he led his followers in pitched battles 
with them.’ 

Should the Catholic revolution tri- 
umph in Mexico there is a strong pos- 
sibility that Garza will be put forward 
as a presidential candidate, although 
the present constitution of the republic 
sets the age limit at 35. However, the 
Catholic program leads off with a de- 
mand for the derogation of this con- 
stitution. 

Ten Reforms Sought. 

The revolution seeks ten reforms: 

1. Liberty of religious worship. 

2. Liberty of conscience, 

3. Liberty of education, 

4. Liberty of press. 

5. Liberty of gathering, respect for 
the rights of property. no retroactivity 
of laws, cultivation of friendship with 
the United. States and other foreign 
countries and effective suffrage. 

The Catholics’ model for constitu- 
tional reform will be the constitution 
of 1857. 

The call for revolution in the name 


of these reforms is signed by Rene 
Capistan Garza, “first chief in charge 


of the movement for liberty,” and Gen- 
eral Fernando Gonzales Arteaga, “field 
leader of the military forces.” Capi- 
stran Garza was, at last accounts, on 
the border directing the propaganda 
for initiating the movement: General 
Gonzales was in the state of Oaxaca, 
having about 5,000 followers under 
arms, 


The Catholie outbreak was originally 
planned for October.

AIRPLANES ARE -USED

T must confes: to a great love and 
interest in first editions, And it isnt 
the mere rarity behind a book, neither 
is it because of the novelty of it that 
I like these treasures about me. It is 
because a first edition represents to 
me the struggle and the hunger of the 
writer. 

One of the rarest of Hearn’s books 
is “Chinese Ghosts” and the reason 
why it is so scarce is fhat Hearn 
wrote in to his publishers and com- 
plained in abusive language because 
of the small royalty received. Where- 
upon the publisher had every copy in 
his possession destroyed, including the 
plates. 

Hudson waited until the shadows of 
life had lengthened greatly before fame 
blew its fragrant breath upon 
At that time he was a broken old 
man and didn’t care much one way or 
the other. 

Conrad put the very lines of his face 
into what he wrote. I love his first 
editions ! 3 4 

The early items of Poe, Keats, 
Shelley, Dickens are extremely rare 
and expensive. These writers had to 
open up their hearts all through their 
careers so that they might dip their 
pens in there for vital fluid. And 
this has always been true of’ every 
one of their kind. 

Gissing items are very rare and 
costly, too. A large number of his 
early books are library copies. Read- 
ers were few and far between. At 
one time during his career, Gissing 
lived upon peanuts in Chicago and 
he sold stories for a few dollars to 
The Chicago Tribune that have late- 
ly been collected into a book and sold 
for $4 a copy to those who loved this 
writer. 

A good copy of the first edition of 
“The Way of All Flesh,” by that most 
unique and extraordinary writer, 
Samuel Butler, costs considerably over 
$100 now. 

Every great book is the represen- 
tation of the soul of the one who wrote 
it. Only those who have struggled 
against fearful odds know anything 
about it. A man’s book, or writing 
is earth, God, friends, hope, tears, 
and sleepless nights!) Hugo wrote so 
rapidly at times when his soul got on 
fire that a dozen pages were strewn 
all about him wet with ink. At other 
times single pages were wet with tears 
of hig poverty and struggle. 

The co'lecting of “First Editions” 
is far from being a foolish hobby. 
There is something underneath— 
something that comes to the mother 
when she feels the first tiny shoe of 
her baby, years after that baby has 
become a man.

Is nofthe strength of the Chris- 
tion Faith contdined in its assur- 
ance of safety for those who ac- 
cept it? 

This being the case, how would 
you meet my. contention§ that 
Christianity appeals to lower mo- 
tives? 

The history of this religion does 
not sustain your contention. An un- 
prejudiced verdict on its past would 
show that those who undertook the 
practice of Christ’s Christianity in- 
curred great hazards. He taught that 
worship of God and service of man 
constituted an adventure of the soul 
to which bodily demands must be com- 
pletely subservient. How else can 
His great word be understood: “He 
that saveth his life shall lose it.” 

From the earthbound point of view 
this saying is folly. It makes the risks 
of suffering soar, and places a premi- 
um on the-sacrifice to the uttermost 
which the’ cross glorified. Yet once 
the adventurous is suppressed in 
(Christianity it loses its divine flavor. 
It relies upon a power of flight which! 
elevates it above prudential motives 
when its principles are at stake. 

Since when, however, has the ap- 
peal to safety been listed as a lower 
motive? In the long list the safety 
you mention is an equivalent for the 
hest use of life here and hereafter. 
The sacrificial life is the only truly 
protected life. It throws away the 
temporal for the eternal, the casket 
for the jewel.

THE VITAMIN WHICH PRE- 
VENTS PELLAGRA. 

Pellagra has been known in Spain, 
Italy, Egypt and the Balkans for 200 
years, but has been recognized in the 
United States only within the last 20 
years, Cases have occurred in every 
state, though most cases occur in the 
poorer sections of the southern states. 


|The federal authorities say there were 


125,000 cases south of the Potomac 
and Ohio rivers in a year. 
Italian physicians long ago thought 


pellagra was caused by eating spoiled 
When pellagra was first wide- 


ly recognized in the United States 


| some physicians here believed it was 


an infectious disease, and some Euro- 
pean students shared this view, a Brit- 
ish physician even suggesting that the 
infection was carried by the bite of 
some insect, just as malaria is car- 
ried by a certain breed of mosquito. 
But the present opinion is that pella- 


gra is due to a faulty diet, and isj* 


therefore a “deficiency disease,” not 
infectious or communicable but pre- 
ventable by proper diet. 

The deficiency which is accountable 
for pellagra is still debated by the phy- 
siclan®#and students of the disease in 
the United States, one group enter- 
taining the belief that it is principally 
the poverty of protein material in the 
diet and the other group favoring the 
idea that it is a lack of some vitamin. 

Dr. Joseph Goldberger, of the United 
States public health service has strong- 
ly supported the latter idea, and he 
has proposed as a name for the pella- 
gra preventing vitamin the designation 
P-F: which he believes is one of at 
least two vitamins which have been 
known heretofore as vitamin B. 

Although Dr. Goldberger’s position 
is probably correct and physicians are 
accepting his work as the nearest ap- 
proach to solution of the  pellagra 
problem, he himself points out that 
our knowledge of the distribution of 
the pellagra preventing vitamin in our 
foodstuffs is only in its beginning and 
that laboratory studies now under way 
may before long round out our knowl- 
edge of this. 

Assuredly this is not the place to 
describe the symptoms of pellagra, but 
perhaps a few general observations will 
not unnecessarily alarm any reader 
That general nutrition is impaired is 
manifest in (1) emarciation, (2) en- 
feebled digestion and (3) a character- 
istic dermatitis on the back of the 
wrists and forearms. 

A liberal supply of fresh milk (un- 
heated or uncooked) and fresh meat 
(underdone), eggs and vegetables in 
the diet seems to prevent pellagra or 
cure it if the general nutrition has not 
been too long impaired. Dr. Goldberg- 


er has advocated the use of yeast as a. 


part of the daily ration when the pro- 
vision of suitable amounts of pure 
fresh, raw milk and fresh eggs and 
fresh vegetables is impossible. One 
or*two ordinary yeast cakes such as 
are used for baking, may be taken each 
day if a liberal selection of the foods 
mentioned is denied the pellagra suf- 
ferer. 

Anyone who desires to keep in- 
formed on the progress of scientific 
study of pellagra in the United States 
may obtain free pamphlets on the 
subject by application to the public 
health service, Washington, D. C., or 
if your own congressman is not too 
deeply immersed in the problem of how 
to dispose of all that “medicinal” booze 
which seems to worry our government 
these days, he will no doubt be glad 
to obtain for you whatever the gov- 
ernment has published about pellagra.

“I can scarcely believe that this 
custom is general,” said Solicitor 
Binns, “but I do know that there is 
one way that motorists may check 
up on the gasoline they purchase. In 
the “visible tanks” there is a small 
dise which floats at the top. If the 
transaction is honest, the disc remains 
on the top. If it drops down, however, 
as the gasoline flows. out, it indicates 
that cheating is being done. The dif- 
ference between the top of the glass- 
tank and where the dise stops rep- 
resents the amount of which the motor- 
ist is being fleeced.”’ 

Two. other cases of a similar na- 
ture are pending in court, it was 
stated by the solicitor. 

‘There is one thing I should like to 
stress, however, he said, ‘and that is 
that we are convinced that the gaso-

Since the upward price 
movement in the stock market began 
in 1921, the price of stock exchange 
seats has advanced from $79,000. In

price was $34,000. Prior to 1919, 
the high record for stock exchange 
seats was the $95,000 touched during 
the big bull market of 1916. ‘The low 
of 1914 was the lowest level touched 
in over 25 years.

: Railroad Situation. 

In the early days of the interstate 
commerce commission, the attitude of 
the commission as frankly antagonis- 
tic toward the railroads, in a mis- 
taken effort to look out for the best 
interests of the public as a whole. 


Today there is 
a fight on to prevent the interstate 
commerce commission from looking 
after the interests of corporations to 
Oe peyerue of the public as a 
whole. 


Those carrying on this fight in the 
senate lost recently in their efforts 
to prevent the appointment to the in- 
terstate commerce commission of a 
Wall street director of one of the 
railroads interested in the pen@ing 
Nickel Plate merger. From today’s 
news however, it appears that a vic- 
tory has been won in the senate by 
turning down the appointment to the 
commission of a _ representative of 
Pennsylvania coal interest now in- 
volved in a coal rate situation. If 
government regulation of the rail- 
roads is to succeed, the interstate 
commerce: commission cannot be 
packed with members who are there 
to specially represent the interests of 
either the public or the corporations. 

Private bankers, foreign banking 
agencies and corporations with idle 
funds are now an important factor in 
the call money market here in Wall 
street, and are becomirg increasingly 
so, according to a study of the brok- 
ers loan situation in New York for 
1026 just completed by the federal 
reserve bank here. Of the $3,000,- 
000,000 being borrowed by. brokers a

Austin, Texas, January 13.—(4)— 
Twelve married men, fathers of chil- 
dren, will sit in judgment on Dr. J. 
Frank Norris, fundamentalist Baptist 
pastor, charged with murder for killing 
D. E. Chipps, lumber man, at Fort 
Worth last July. 

After a day of threading its way 
through the Ku Klux Klan issue and 
the views of a_ retired Methodist 
preacher on the religious beliefs of a 
Baptist minister defendant, the trial 
reached the evidence stage with com- 
pletion of the jury late today. 

Two former members of the klan 
will sit on the jury. They were ac- 
cepted after the state charged that 
Dr. Norris was a member of the or- 
ganization. 

The jurors who admitted they for- 
merly belonged to the klan are T. H. 
Tumey and Lee H. Caldwell. Both 
said they had quit the order. 

Caldwell replied in the affirmative 
when he was asked whether he could 
weigh the testimony of a Catholic on 
the witness stand the same as any 
other witness, 

The jurors were sworn, admonished 
not to talk about thé case to any one 
or receive ‘telephone calls, posed for

PHILLIPS’ PLEA 
IS UNDER FIRE 
IN LUMBER SUIT 


Washington, January 13.—(P)— 
Arguments of counsel on the motion 
of the United States to dismiss sup- 
plemental amswers filed by John L. 
Phillips, of Atlanta, Ga., and other 
defendants in an accountmmg brought 
by the government in connection with 
the disposal of surplus lumber from 
army cantonments was heard today 
by Justice Jennings Bailey, of the 
district supreme court. 

In the litigation the government is 
attempting to collect more than a 
millien dollars which it claims is due 
from the sale of lumber under a con- 
tract with Phillips and John Steph- 
ens, millionaire lumber dealers, of 
Jacksonville, Fla., who acted as gov- 
ernment agents in the distribution and 
sale of the lumber. 

Phillips and Stephens and other 
defendants were named in a criminal 
charge of conspiracy filed some years 
ago which resulted in an acquittal. 
Their lawyers are now claiming that 
this acquittal is a bar to the prose- 
cution by the United States of the 
civil action on the grounds that the 
same charge of conspiracy forms the 
basis of the civil proceedings. 

The United States counsel on the 
other hand contends that the acquit- 
tal does not operate to prevent’a civil 
motion except in c¢Cases to enforce 
an penalty fixed by law for the same 
offense.

Borah’s Prediction. 

“American marines never will be 
withdrawn from Nicaragua,” Senator 
Borah, republican, of Idaho, recently 
predicted in conversation with the 
president. Mr. Coolidge did not take 
issue with the prediction. — 

It was Mr. Coolidge who withdrew 
the American marines'in 1925 after 
they had been in Nicaragua 12 years. 
That was the longest period of peace 
the little republic ever knew. It made 
progress, paying off its debt.

Austin, Texas, January 14.—()— 


The gates of Texas prisons swung 
shut tonight after Governor Miriam A. 
Ferguson had granted about 100 acts 
of clemency, terminating her unprece- 
dented generosity to criminals. 

Mrs. Ferguson announced that no 
more pardons would be issued between 
now and January 18, when she retires 
from office. 

The woman erecutive made public 
a list of 42 full pardons, one parole, 
one furlough, two remissions of fines 
and jail sentences and a commutation 
of a 25-year murder sentence to three 
years, boosting her clemency acts to 
3,289. 

At least 50 additional pardons were 
granted today but because pardon 
clerks were swamped with work the 
proclamations had not been drawn up 
and signed tonight. It probably will 
he Monday or Tuesday before all of 
these pardons are made public, R. E. 
Franklow, the governor's assistant sec- 
retary said. 

Governor Ferguson, in. announcing 
that she wonld grant no more par- 
dons, declared she had been under a 
“fearful strain” for the last fortnight 
because of the crush of clemency peti- 
tioners. At the time there were 57 
applicants waiting in her suite of of- 
fices, while many more waited outside 
the loeked doors. 

She added nothing to her statement 
of several days ago challenging critics 
of her clemency policy to point out 
any pardon that was not “justified.” 

It was indicated that the governor 
had taken no action on the appeal of 
Charles Ponzi, Boston swindler, for 
revocation of her order authorizing 
his extradition to Massachusetts where 
he faces a prison term.

Washington, January 14.—()—Mi- 
nority reports laying down, in a gen- 
eral way, the prospective lines of at- 
tack on the McNary-Haugen farm re- 
lief bill in the event it reaches the 
floor were being prepared today by 
two menibers of the house agriculture 


committee. 
They will be filed by Representatives 


Fort, republican, New Jersey, and 
Aswell, ef Louisiana, ranking demo- 
crat on the committee, and will attack 
the MecNary-Haugen measure from 
viewpoints of constitutionality and ex- 


pendiency. 

The bill was approved yesterday by 

a committee vote of 13 to 8. 
Called Unconstitutional. 

Fort will attempt to show that the 
equalization fee which the bill seeks 
to impose on crops to control surplus 
is unconstitutional and: Aswell will 
contend that its imposition would ruin 
the cotton industry. 

Meanwhile, Chairman Haugen was 
framing his resolution by which the 
rales committee will be asked to ar- 
range early discussion of the bill on 
the floor. He said he expected no 
great difficulty in getting the commit- 
tee to act. 

The attitude of republican and 
democratic leaders toward special con- 
sideration has not been disclosed but 
there are a number of agriculture com- 
mittee-members who voted against re- 
porting the MceNary-Haugen bill.

History's Day Book 


BY SAM W. SMALL 


JANUARY 15. 


On this date in 1873 the body of 
the last emperor of the French was 
entombed in a foreign land. Napoleon 
ITI, after nearly twenty years’ reign, 
embarked in his ill-fated war with 
Prussia and in 1870, early in Septem- 
ber, had been foreed to surrender 
himself and the great fortress of 
Sedan to the allied Germafiic forces. 
This was a tremendous humiliation to 
him and served to enrage the remain- 
ing combatant French people. Two 
davs after the Sedan debacle a revo- 
Iution’ broke out in Paris, the de- 
thronement of Napoleon was pro- 
claimed, and a defense government 
formed. 

The next day, September 5, the 
French republic was -proclaimed and 
on September 9 Empress Eugenie was 
driven from Paris and protected in 
her escape by Dr. Thomas W. Evans, 
an American dentist, who had served 
and become much esteemed by the 
imperial family. She reached Eng 
land in safety and received the pro- 
tection of the British government, 

Napoleon was paroled by the Prus- 
sians and permitted to go into exile 
in England. There he and the em 
press, with the young prince imperial, 
took up their residence in the village 
of Chiselhurst, not many mile& from 
London. Queen Victoria soon made a 
formal yisit to the exiles and thus 
they became in some sense recognized 
guests of the nation. In the 
years and a half following they re- 
ceived informally many notable visit 
ors from all parts of the world. 

Napoleon, however, never fully re 
cover*d from the effects of his wat 
experiences and chagrin of his bit- 
ter defeat. Tis health failed and 
he suecumbed in the first fortnight 
of 1875. 

On September 15 a solemn and im- 
pressive funeral service was held and 
the remains of the former monarch 
were placed in a mausoleum in Chisel- 
hurst. 

In 1845, while this Lonis Napoleon 
was a refugee in England from the 
French revolution of that year, he 
volunteered and served ag a London 
constable in suppressing the great 
Chartist riot. 

The prince imperial perished in the 


service of Icngland in the Zulu war | 


and the empress died, a mournful re- 
cluse, at Chiselhurst, some years ago.

The Case in Mexico. 

Our telations with Mexico are the 
ones giving most concern. That na- 
tion, after having « permitted and 
even officially encouraged our citi- 
zens to acquire large properties and 
invest large sums in the development 
of them, so. as to increase the re- 
sources and revenues of the republic, 
now proposes to appropriate to itself 
the titles to the properties and make 
their owners only tenants on terms 

The policy is sought to be defended 
on the ground that it is an exercise 
of sovereignty in constitutional form. 
It is an extreme appli¢ation of the 
famous “Calvo doctrine” that so thor- 
oughly dominates. the political philoso- 
phy and practice of the Latin-Ameri- 
can countries, 

The Calvo doctrine, as he has sum- 
marized it and as the Central and 
South American republics accept it, 
is this: 

“America as well as Europe is in- 
habited today by free and independ- 
ent nations, whose sovereign existence 
has the right to the same _ respect. 


and whose internal public law does’ 


not admit of intervention of any 
sort on the part of foreign peoples, 
whoever they may be.” 

In application of that doctrine 
most of the Latin-American repub- 
lies have enacted drastie laws against 
foreigners, which deny their right to 
appeal to their own governments for 
redress. Calvo taught those people 
to believe in their sovereign right and 
power to enact all kinds of laws af- 


fecting the rights of foreigners and 
that they would be valid and binding, 
and above. any protest or intervention 
by a foreign power. . 


German and British Views. 
In cases that have arisen under 
in. the Latin-American 


stood generally. upon the precedents 
of public international law and op- 
posed the doctrine of sovereign irre- 
sponsibility. * 

In a, cage that arose in Venezuela 
the imperial government of Germany 
declared that it was not bound. by the 


law of Venezuela. that disputes be- 


tween German nationals and_ the 
Venezuelan government must be set- 
tled in the courts of the latter; that 
the German government was not a 
party to such contracts and was not 
bound by them, and that it reserved 
the right to intervene for the protec- 


tion of its subjects whenever it shall 


be deemed best to do so. 

The British government, in a case 
arising in the United States, took 
the position that in a matter of in- 
ternational obligation its right of in- 
tervention is not affected even by the 
failure or omission of its national to 
avail himself: of a remedy before the 
courts of this country. ; 

The United States have never gone 
quite so far, but it has declared in 
express terms, that “laws of a for- 
eign state attempting to deprive citi- 
zens of the United States from hav- 
ing recourse to their own government 
to press ‘their claims ‘diplomatically 
will not be regarded as internationally 
oper&tive by the government of the 
United States. 

That seems to cover the present case 
in Mexico. '

No War Is Wanted. 

In spite of the charges made in and 
out of congress by some super-heated 
persons, the administration and the 
American people do not want any 
war, either with Mexico or any other 
nation. 

All our demands are summed up 
in the usual formula that a nation 
“shall fulfill ite international obliga- 
tions.” That requisition is based 
upon sound and generally accepted 
principles of international law. 

In seeking our rights, either as a 
navion or as protector of the rights. 
of our nationals, our administration 
has constitutional authority to use 
any peaceable means that the particu- 
lar circumstances may require, 

The power to declare war ig not 
in the administration, but in the 
congress, and there need be no fear 
that we will have to go to war until 
congress declares there is no other 
alternative.

POSTMASTER’S 
LIABILITY SUIT 
IS BEFORE COURT 


Washington, January 14.—(?)—The 
liability of postmasters for the loss of 
money collected on C. O. D. parcel 
post packages due to embezzlement by 
a postoffice employee was argued to- 
day in the supreme court in a case 
from Birmingham, Ala. 

The government contended that em- 
bezzlements which octur before the 
purchase of the money order render 
postmasters liable on their bonds. On 
the other hand, counsel for Rufus B. 
Sayer, who was postmaster, and the 
United States Fidelity and Guaranty 
company, on his bond, asserted that 
the statute under which the govern- 
ment sought to recover related exclu- 
sively to funds derived from the sale 
of money orders.

Dr. Stockbarger’s disclosures were 
made at a Society of Arts lecture de- 
voted to the subject of “Invisible Light 
and Its Effects.” Many of the new 
developments in this field of physics 
have been the result of Dr. Stock- 
barger’s own research. : 

His name came into prominence a 
year ago when he transmitted the 
human voice over a beam of ordinary 
light for the first time, an achievement 
that Alexander Graham Bell, inventor 
of the telephone, attempted half a 
century earlier without success. 

Hundreds today heard a human 
voice, coming through the ether as 
part of a radio broadcast sent over 
a beam of ultra-violet light. 
a person’s hand, or any other object 
was thrust into the path of the light 
beam the sound ceased. When the ob- 
struction was withdrawn the _ loud 
speaker once more transmitted the 
voice, ndw in jazzy popular song, 
again in ordinary talk, with power 
and fidelity.

“Our minimum budget, prepared in 
consultation with the board of educa- 
tion and with the citizens advisory 
committee, calls for a sum in excess 
of the amotint accruing to the school 
department under the charter provi- 
sions. This excess sum is approxi- 
mately $336,000. We therefore ask 
for the difference between this 
per cent minimum allotment plus all 
funds from other sources, and the 
amount called for in this budget. 

‘I was amazed that we should have 
presented the statement from the clear- 
ing house banks of Atlanta delivered 
Through Mr. Harold Hirsch, chairman 
of the citizens advisory committee ap- 
pointed to. supervise school expendi- 
tures, to the effect that neither directly 
nor indifectly on collateral or other- 
wise would the clearing house banks 
lend any further money to the schools 
of Atlanta. Thus it will be almost 
impossible to borrow money to meet 
this difference. 

Development of Schools. 

“A deficit must therefore not be in- 
eurred. I would be recreant to my 
duty as superintendent of schools were - 

not to present the needs of the 
schools which in our opinion cannot be 
met for a sum less than the amount 
asked for. 

“The development of the Atlanta 
schools has been pheriomenal, as will 
be evidenced by the following statis- 
tics: :

“You will observe from the above 
figures that the enrollment in the last 
11 years has increased about 140 per 
cent. It igs true that expenses have 
increased more than this amount, but 
this is attridgtable to four facts: 

“First: Teachers’ salaries have been 
raised. ° 

“Second: The holding power of the 
schools has kept a very much larger 
number in the ie schools. Whereas 
the high school enrollment 11, years 
ago was.in the neighborhood of 2,000 
it is now more than 11,000. 

“Third: The purchasing power of 
a dollar has very greatly decreased. 

“Fourth: The very fact that the 
Atlanta schools suffered so long with- 
out sufficient appropriation caused 
the change to. be more radical when 
it did come, 


Asks Two Things. 


“T am asking two things for the 
public schools: First to remove the 
deficit. 

The total deficit as figured by Mr. 
Hoffman, chairman of the finance 
committee, or current expenditures 
committee, is $830,322, made up as 
follows: $500,000 borrowed from tie 
clearing house banks; overdraft city 
comptroller’s office, $38,605; Decem- 
ber. payroll, paid in January, $212,000; 
bills carried over from 1926, $89,395; 
t6tal, $830,322. I think we should 
consider this deficit first. 


“The accumulation of this deficit 
has come about due to the following 
causes: The board of education’ has 
from time to time made a very strenu- 
ous effort to keep the schools in liy- 
able condition and to avoid crippling 
the children by double sessions, In 
order to do so, they have from time 
to time contractedtfor what is known 
as portable houses... The total cost of 
which has been paid out of the current 
revenues and amounts to more than 
$181,000. 

“In order to try, to meet teaching 
conditions, the board from time to 
time has taken from current reyenue 
money for desks, equipment, and other 
capital expenditures amounting i

in the 
last five years to something like $200, 
000. In order to build the Girls’ High 
school $393,000 was taken from cur- 
rent revenue. @In order to erect Bass 
Junior High school $230,000 from cur- 
rent revenue; to construct and equip 
tte Charles J. McLendon school at 
Sylvan Hills around $12.000; the to- 
tal amounts to $1,016,000. From 
year to year this deficit has been ac- 
cumulating in size, but the cause of 
the deficit is the taking of current 
revenue for capital outlay; such ex- 
penditures should be taken out of bond 
issues or from funds appropriated for 
capital outlay. It was the effort of 
the board of education, however, to 
do the best it could and I believe that 
it deserves the commendation of our 
people for so doing. 
Must Provide Plan. 

“Wish to urge the necessity of re- 
moving this deficit by some specific 
measure. We cannot hope to take 
this out of current expenditures and 
continue to operate the schools. There- 
fore, some way must be provided to 
take care of this deficit. It is not 
the business of the superintendent of 
schools to suggest the means of re- 
moving it, but some plan other than 
hoping to retire it out of current ex- 
penses must be provided. 

“The esecond problem which con- 
fronts us and confronts the members 
of the board of education and the 
school administration, is securing suf 
ficient money to operate the schools. 
Taking every item out of the tenta- 
tive budget that should be classified 
under the head of capital outlay, such 
as upkeep of grounds, repair of build- 


ings, repair of equipment and furni-| 


ture, heating, lighting and plumbing, 
furniture for old buildings, furniture 
for new buildings, instruetional equip- 
ment, all of which must be provided— 
but deducting every bit of this, and

trusting that we my Se able to sup- 
ply this need- from bond money, and 
eliminating all adjustment teachers, 
and many other employees, our total 
minimum budget required for opera- 
tion in 1927 on anything like an effi- 
cient basis will be $3,136,716.46. 

“I understand that 26 per cent of 
the city’s revenue as estimated, plus 
nonresident tuition, Smith Hughes 
fund, and state appropriations will 
only amount to $2,000, ; thus leav- 
ing a deficit between the amount of 
our budget and the amoynt appropri- 
ated of $336,000. 

“Gentlemen, the schools cannot op- 
erate on our present standards un- 
der this budget. We are, therefore, 
asking for current expenditures the 
sum of at least $3,331,039.79. To 
appropriate less would very greatly 
cripple the school system of Atlanta. 

Value of -Departments. 


“The suggestion has ben made that 
certain departments be cut out and 
that salaries be cut out. I do not 
know exactly what is meant by cutting 
out departments. We have but three 
distinct departments: one known as 
the department of visual education, 
one of census and attendance, one of 
vocational guidance and research. If 
all three were cut out it would reduce 
the efficiency of our schools by at 
lest 20 per cent, would throw some of 
the very best employees of the school 
system out of a job, and would save 
only about $45,000. The department. 
of. census and attendance alone, cost- 
ing around $12,000 a year, has been 
the means of getting a fairly perfect 
census, and of increasing the school 
revenue from the state mee $100,000 
a year. You understand that we re- 
ceive money from the state on the 
basis of census enrollment. | 

“In addition to this function of 
the census department, this depart- 
ment has charge of fixing aH district 
lines, arranging the number and size 
of classes, observing school population 
in such a way as to make teaching 
more economical. To give a ‘specific 
example: The census and attendance 
department recommended the absorp- 
tion of Ira Street school, absorbed it 
into other schools at a saving to the 
school department of $18,000 a year. 
Last year, by combining classes, this 
department saved 17 teachers during 
one month. 

“In addition to this work, the state 
law requires that we have attendance 
officers in order to receive state money. 
This department also issues employ- 
ment certificates for the entire city as 
provided for under the new child labor 
laws... You see how impossible it 
would be to abolish this department 
pand maintain an efficient school sys- 
tem. 

Just As Vital. 

‘The visual education and research 
departments are just as vital. Before 
we had these two departments, our 
percentage of failure ranged from 18 
to 28 per cent. Whenever a child 
fails, we must teach him over and it 
costs as much to teach him the second 
term as the first term. Visual educa- 
tion and the proper classification of 
pupils have assisted materially in re- 
ducing these failures from 28 to 4 
per cent in many cases. These two 
departments, combined with better 
teaching methods and other devices, 
are saving to the city a large sum of 
money. To abolish them would disor- 
ganize the entire school system and 
at the same time would effect a sav- 
ing of only about $30,000. 

“There are but three conclusions 
that we can reach if a minimum bud- 
get of $3,136,716.46 is not, provided : 

“Kirst—There must be a reduction 
in salaries; or 

“Second—The school term nfust be 
cut to seven months; or 

“Third—They. must operate on a 
standard at least 20 to 25 per cent 
lower than at present. 

“I realize that whichever one of 
these conditions may prevail, an et- 
fort will be made to put the burden 
of responsibility on the school ad- 
ministration. But it is impossible for 
the school administration to make 
brick without straw. 

: Cannot Cut Salaries. 

“T do not believe salaries for teach- 
ers or employees should be reduced. 
They are hardly up to the averhge 
for cities of our class in the country. 
Furthermore I do not think that 
teachers’ salaries should be made to 
pay operating expenses. I am reliably 
informed that the old Boys’ High 
school building at Courtland and Gil- 
mer streets was built largely out of 
reduction in teachers’ salaries. If it 
be true, it is unjust. I know from 
actual experience that some of the 
money going into the erection of Oak- 
land City, Moreland Avenue and 
Spring Street schools was brought 
about by change of salary schedule 
from 10.to 12 months, and which 


To say that our teachers’ salaries 
should be reduced because in the past 
current money has heen taken for 
capital outlay would be unjust to the 
teachers of the city. 

“The teachers so far have received 
but a small increase. They have sim- 
ply been placed on a better salary 
schedule. As I see it, teachers’ sal- 
aries could not be redueed at this 
time. We have already paid them the 
first four installments of a year’s’ 
salary. Notices have been sent to 
; teachers that their salaries for the 
incoming year would be’so much, at 
so much per month, and teachers have 
been asked to acknowledge this state- 
ment, and accept it as a basis of the 
years operation. I cannot help but 
believe this constitutes a legal con- 
tract. We therefore think it would be 
impossible to reduce salaries before 
September, 1927, if at all. I believe 
that the employees in any department 
which might be abolished would have 
a right to collect a year’s salary, re- 
gardless of whether they continue in 
service or not. These are legal matters, 
however, that only the courts ean 


settle. 
t Disorganize System. 
In regard to the second proposi- 
tion, it would be entirely possible for 
the schools to run on the present ap- 
-propriation until September 1, and 
aiscontinue until the following Jan- 
uary. This, however, would, of course, 
disorganize the entire system, and a 
new system would be required next 
January, as teachers would seek po- 
sitions elsewhere. If this must be done, 
and if there is no way of providing 
funds for the operation of schools, 
certainly we should deal fairly and 
squarely with the teachers and notify 
them at this time of the year what we 
is to do. 
“There are many ty of econom 

Which have been wit st which, os 


of the people of the city, and as un- 
fortunate as they may be. to the 
school system as a whole, I would be 
willing to undertake September 1; 
such as, for instance, the combination 
of certain schools, or the abolishment 
of certain departments. These, how- 
ever, are problems that cannot he 
worked out at present, and whose 
economies would not affect this year’s 


budget. 

“The third alternative is to operate 
on a very inefficient basis. Since 
$2,700,000 of the $3,300,000 asked 
for is salary account, you will realize 
that if we cannet reduce salaries le- 
gally, before Sptember, and if we 
eannot discha’ employees already 
engaged and ‘Contracted for before 
September, iat it will be impossible 
to put the Ahird plan into operation 
before September -1. It would be 
suicidal jor. the city to do so even 
then, fo; a city like Atlanta that has 
just regsed a million dollars to ad- 
yertise its virtues te the world; to 
acknogrledge that jt is unable to main- 
tain @n efficient school system, and 
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‘penditares to various auxiliary proj- 


distasteful as they may be, to some}. | 


system, I believe this honorable body 
should ask thagf the entire question 
of school finances and eity govern- 
ment be submitted to the people, and 
that a new plan of operating the 
schools under a pure sehool tax as- 
sessment be referred to the people 
for their decision. 
Unjust te Children. : 

“T would not hurt any other propo- 
sition, but I cannot see. how we can 
justify large expenditures for widen- 
ing streets, how we can justify ex- 


ects, or how we can justify the ap- 
propriation out of the city treasury 
to a state institution when by doing 
so we are taking bread from our own 
children’s mouths. The city of At- 
lanta is paying a sehool tax to Fulton 
county equivalent to $250,000, but. 
seems unwilling to have a_ special 
sChool tax to support its own school 
system. To know these things and 
then simply to rest our case by say- 
ing that we have not the money is 
unfair to ourselyes-and unjust to our 
children. 

“If Atlanta could build a_ wall 
around itself so that no other people 
could come in nor our people go out, 
the difference between training might 
not be so disastrous. But, as long 
as other people are giving their chil- 
dren efficient training and as long 
as these children can go from place 
to place and compete with the chil- 
dren of our people, we cannot be in- 
different to the difference between our 
educational opportunities and thejrs. 
I -have had but one idea and one 
ideal, and that is, to so equip the 
children of Atlanta that they might 
have an equal opportunity in the race 
of life. With the short school day, 
wih lack of supervision of study, 
with double sessions, with. lack of 
equipment and lack of proper school 
buildings, our children cannot hope 
to gain the same advantages as the 
children of other cities and other 
states, , 

“For a long time I helped to train 
boys for track, and sometimes a won- 
derful athlete would jump the gun, 
and then I have seén one of the sad- 
dest spectacles of life: A _ referee 
would deliberately step off five or ten 
steps and make this finest of all ath- 
letes get five to ten paces back of his 
fellows. He had the ability, he had 
the native genius, he had the power. 


I have often tried to encourage such 


a runner, but, as I have placed my 
hand upon his shoulder, I: have seen 
his face look up into mine with tears 
streaming down his cheeks as he said, 
‘I could have won, but now I am 
handicapped.’ 

“Tf we do not provide an efficient 
school system, we are as surely han- 
dicapping the children of Atlanta. We 
have the native ability, we have the 
power, we have the energy just as 
the runner possessed them, but, if 
for lack of a few dollars, we delib- 
erately place our children in the rear 
of. the procession we cannot hope 
for their success.”

Failure to registey and pay an oe- 
cupational tax of $1 may result in 
misdemeanor penalties being inflicted 
upon 1,700 firms and individuals in 
Fulton county, Judge Thomas H. Jef- 
fries, Fulton county ordinary, declared 
Friday.

FORGER NEAR CITY, 
U. S. AGENTS WARN 


Warning against activities of a 
forger of treasury department checks. 
who may be in Atlanta, was issued 


| Friday from the United States secret 


service headquarters here. 

Operating with a thousand blank 
treasury department checks stolen re- 
cently from the Philadelphia navy 
yard, Edward Lawton Bowse, former 
chief petty officer of the coast guard, 
has scattered a wide trail of the 
checks, and is now believed to be in 
or near Atlanta, secret service opera- 
tives said. . 

The stolen checks may be identified 
by the serial numbers, which run from 
2,001 to and including 3.000, while the 
symbol number is 18,161. The forged 
checks are made out on a typewriter, 
signed in pen and ink, and will deceive 
the average merchant unless the serial 
number is noted. Bowse depends upon 
forged letters written on navy depart- 
ment stationery for identification, it 
was stated. 

Bowse is 41 years of age, five feet 
eight inches tall, weighs 135 pounds, 
has blue eyes and brown hair, and a 
light sallow complexion. When last 
seen, he wore a light grey overcoat, 
a grey or dark blue hat, and a dark 
grey suit. Secret service operatives 
said that merchants should cause the 
immediate arrest of anyone attempting 
to cash a treasury department check 
with serial numbers from 2,001 to 
6,000 inclusive.

“We deal only with the most reput- 
able and conservative’ investment 
houses, of course, but in addition tv 
that we have the verdict of our own 
man, who is a trained real estate ex- 
pert, as to the actual value of tne 
property. If we had farm land ex- 
perts on our staff. we might find it 
profitable to include that form of in- 
vestment. But for us to make loans 
on farm land with no more than our 
present staff would be getting beyond 
the circle of our own knowledge.” 

“Do you apply the same rule to your 
purchases of the other securities?” 

“Practically we do. We use tne 
facilities of investment bankers like 
yourself, of course, in ascertaining 
facts which would be too expensive fr 
each individual investor to dig out for 
himself. Often we buy a bond simply 
on the strength of statements made in 
the offering circular. But the man 
. whose business it is to buy that bond 
has investigated enough to know when 
it is safe for him to rely on those 
statements. He is an expert in bond 
buying, even though he may never 
have seen some of the properties on 
which he passes judgment.” 

“Well.” said the banker, “I wish 
the people you insure would learn 19 
use the same principles in their own 
‘investments. If the average man! 
| would base his use of money on facts, 
plus expert advice, instead of on 
dream-talk and guess* work, I could |

Wheat 
closed unsettled 5-Se to 7-8c net low- 
er, corn at 7-8e decline to 1-8e ad- 
vance, oats 1-Se to 1-2e¢ off, and pro- 
visions showing c rise of 5@7 to 55c. 

Unexpected lower quotations at Liv- 
erpool, ‘together with reports of in- 
creased pressure of offerings from the 
southern hemisphere tended to pull 
wheat values downward from _ the 
start. Meanwhile, Argentine and Aus- 
tralian exports this week were fig- 
ured as totaling 5,153,000 bushels 
against only 3,871,000 bushels for the 
week before, and it was indicated that 
shipments from Argentine during Jan- 
uary and February would average at 
least 6,000,000 bushels a week. Ves- 
sel charters were announced for more 
than 75,000,000 bushels of grain to 
leave Argentina before February is 
at an end. 

he favorable outlook for domes- 
tic winter wheat was emphasized by 
advices that snowfall had been cen- 
tral over the entire belt, and would 
prove beneficial, particularly in the 
southwest, where there has been com- 
plaint of dry soil. East of the Mis- 
sissippi, however, alternate freezing 
and thawing were reported as having 
preceded the snow. Today’s export 
business in North American wheat to- 
taled about 400,000 bushels, largely 
hard winter via the Gulf of Mexico. 

Although corn and oats displayed 
early firmness, profit-taking sales on 
the part of holders of corn led later 
to a reaction. 

Provisions were responsive to an 
upturn in hog values.
